S ui 'f batblug is an old and favorite pastime among thc natives 
r and to me was the most Incomprehensible tiling I ever witnessed. 
.. A favorable surf occurred while I was at Hilo and three natives 
j exhibited their skill for our edification. In the Bay of Hilo, in 
,j. front and to the left of our place of observation, the water is 
^ comparatively shallow with coral reefB and high lava rocks for a 
r tblr d of a mile, gradually deepeulng till the deep water of tbe 
ba 7 f ft reached; on our right the water deepened more rapidly with 
l_ a gravelly bottom, and a sandy beach. Three miles away to the 
northwest was the chanel or mouth of the harbor a mile and a 
J balf wlde with very deep water. A heavy sea was rolling In 
through this chanel. The waves were long and quite regular, 
^ but they did not break till they readied the Blioal water on the 
t left, first described, when a comb rolled over from the top and in 
( front of the approaching wave which soon became a mass of foam, 

, ten or fifteen feet high, still maintaining its individuality, to 
, 9Ucb an extent that five or six of these great foaming 
g wa ves would be seen chasing each other across the 
reefs and among the great rocks. These waves 
’ seemed regular and unbroken for a length almost as great as tile 
mouth of the entrance was wide arid were formed by a natural 
law which has long been recognized in every large ocean, that is, 
three or four large waves washed in, come together In succession, 
i and then would follow a number ot smaller ones to be succeeded 
by the large ones again. The formation of the bay was such 
that tile seas struck the westerly part of the shoal water first, and 
there the wave first broke toto a comb, and then as the more 
westerly part of the wave reached shoal water it too broke in the 
same way, so that the comb seemed to run along the top of the 
wave from west to east with astonishing velocity, till thc wave 
expended itself away towards the eastern shore. The retardation 
of the west end of the wave by the Bhoals while the more easterly 
portion was rushing on with undiminished velocity, gave a 
curved form to the wave, so that the crest was rushing from 
west to east while it was also approaching us in Its general pro¬ 
gress to land. This was a favorable state of affairs for the surf- 
bather. The bathers were nude except a narrow piece of cloth 
passing around the loins and between the legs of each. Each 
was provided with a surf-board. This was seven feet long, fifteen 
Inches wide near the frout end, and thirteen inches wide at the 
hind end. It was rounded at the eDds, champered at the edges 
on both Bides, and about three-fourths of an inch thick. The 
one I examined was appreciably warped and yet this did not seem 
to injure it for use. 

The bathers started, eacli with his surf board under his arm 
and entered the water well to the left amoug tbe rocks, and were 
soon out among the breakers. I confess to a feeling of alarm, for 
it seemed to me that any human being must instantly he dashed 
against the rocks, but they seemed to go ou slowly but uncon¬ 
cernedly. They undoubtedly knew the ground well and when 
they got to where the waveB of foam assumed a regular form, 
they stood still for a moment when a wave was approaching, and 
as it reached them dived uuder it and In a few seconds popped up 
beyond it, and then swam on till they met another which they 
passed lu the same way till they got to Dear the edge of the reef 
or the deep water where they waited till a big wave approached 
the comb already rolling over towards them like a catteract form¬ 
ing a great cavern beneath the crest and finally failing over upon 
the blue waters on the front and advancing declivity of thc wave 
This was the critical moment. While two of the bathers dived 
under the wave and thus passed it as all had previously done, 
the other threw himself flat upon his surf board on the front de¬ 
clivity of the wave below the foaming comb, aud with a few 
rapid strokes Vltli his hands and feet to give him a start, he shot 
along with incredible velocity parallel with the wave, maintaining 
Mb position on the lower front declivity of the wave, and far 
enough in advance of the comb not to be struck by it. When he 
passed us he was about 400 feet distant and going almost with 
toe velocity of the wind. He was uot propelling himself with his 
hands and feet, though these were occasionally used to maintain 
his proper position on the front of the wave. Just as he got ln 
front of us he gave a Bpring and stood upon his knees upon tbc 
board, and then in another instant sprang again and stood erect 
upon his feet proudly waving his hands aloft; all of this aeemed 
to occupy but an instant of time, for he was rushing along the 
foot of the wave with incredible velocity, making at least ton 
feet progress parallel with the wave, while the wave by its proper 
progress carried him one foot towards the shore. He started 
where, os I bave already said the wave commenced breaking and 
forming the comb, and when the comb had already formed perhaps 
J00 feet ahead of him, and his progress was so rapid that he very 
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nearly kept pace with the formation of the comb aa It progressed 
towards the eastward. 

Although It has taken a long time to describe the motions and 
progress of the man, It seemed scarcely more than a minute from 
the time he started till he had passed aud was far away on our 
right standing bolt upright on his board, and then when he had 
gotten Into shoal water where the waves were broken up he threw 
himself upon his board again and swam towards the shore till he 
finally waded to land with his board under his arm. I really felt 
embarrassed watching these surf bathers, for hardly had the tirsl 
passed till some one cried here comes another, aud then another, 
and then they came on succeeding waves shooting by with the 
same incredible speed springing drat to the knees and then to the 
feet till they had run the course of the wave and Unally gone on 
shore like the first. This single exhibition did not Huishtbe dis¬ 
play. It was repeated over and over agaiu to the manifest etijoy- 
mcut of the bathers as well as of the observers. It was not every 
attempt to shoot along the base of the waves beneath the coming 
surf that was a success. The Inclination of the surf board seemed 
to be to work up along the front acclivity of the wave till brought 
within reach of the following comb, and when that occured the 
bather was rarely able to extricate himself from it but would 
dive under the wave and appear beyond it aud seek a position 
on another advancing roller. 

Of the philosophy of this operation I could not fully satisfy 
myself, only it was manifest that the dart-like progress of the 
bather along the front edge of the wave In a direction parallel 
with its length and at right angles to its onward progress was not 
due to a propulsion imparted by the bather, for his efforts seemed 
devoted to maintaining a proper position on the acclivity near the 
base aud In front of the wave, but to the motion of the water it¬ 
self. This affords a new study of the motion of the water in 
waves. I would suggest that there must be a spirul motion as 
well as the onward, rolling motion, at least wheu the form of the 
shore aud of the bottom gives that pecular shape to the wave, 
which renders such surf-bathing practicable. This could be bet¬ 
ter determined by observing this sport at different places and un¬ 
der different circumstances, when results might he compared. I 
could get no satlsfatory explanation from (he natives themselves, 
only that they went like llghtuiug without any effort except to 
maintuiu the proper position,and when this was once fairly estab¬ 
lished scarcely any effort was required to do this, which was 
manifest from the fact that that position was maintained after 
the bather had jumped to his knees and then to his feet. When 
in proper position the serf-board was not In a horizontal position 
from side to side but was considerably Inclined, the edge towards 
the comb of the wave ticing tile highest. 

I beard of a few instances where the sous of the missionaries 
have become as expert surf bathers as the natives, and perhaps 
the proportion would be as great among the former as among 
the latter, for I imagine that it is only the most vigorous and 
active among either who by long practice can become skillful in 
tills extraordinary and dangerous pastime— duugerous at least to 
the unskillful. I heard of one foreigner, who was an expert 
swimmer, aud insisted he could do that tiling, and iu spite of 
every remonstrance tried it. Kesult, a funeral the next day. 

From none of the descriptions which I had read of tills pass¬ 
time, was I enabled to appreciate it as l saw it, although it has 
been often described. Wilks says (W. S. ex. ex. vol. 4 p. 4t>): 
“it is a beautiful sight to see them coming in oil (lie top of a 
heavy roller, borne along witli increasing rapidity until they sud¬ 
denly disappear.” By this we arc told that the bather came In 
on the tup of the wave and simply progressed with it towards the 
shore, whereas as I saw them they were near the bottom of the 
roller ami in front of it, and while they progressed with it tow¬ 
ards the shore, their progress was much more rapid in a direction 
nearly at right augles to that along the front of the wave, "with 
increasing rapidity.” Had the only progression been on the 
top of the wave and directly towards the shore, instead of iucreas- 
iug rapidly it would have decreased, fnr the comb is produced by 
the retardation of the wave wheu it reaches the bottom iu shal¬ 
low water. Who knows but that I have failed quite as signally 
as mv predecessors in making others see it as I saw it. 

On the same day as I was standing ou the little iron dock 
watching the play of the rollers, I noticed a whaleboat coming 
in from a schooner, manned with a crew of six Kanakas. The 
waves were very high but they rode them beautifully, till they 
had reached within 200 feet of where I stood, when as they 
passed over a very large roller, the comb broke at that Instant 
and struck tbe boat in the stern as she commenced descending 
the front of tbe wave, and ended it completely over. Like a 
flock of quails tbe natives leaped as far as they could iuto tbe 
water and all were entirely clear of it when it struck the water 
bottom up. Of course I supposed there must soon be a large 
funeral in Hilo, but my apprehensions were relieved when their 
heads popped above the water aud they commenced laughing 
and shouting aa if it were all in sport and indeed they made jolly 
sport of it. They seem to float upon the water like corks and 
dived under the combing waves like ducks', some of them were 
within twenty feet of the rocks where the waves were breaking 
angrily and yet seemed as unconcerned as if on dry land. It 
was evident that no one thought of danger; some got the painter 
of the boat and drew it away so It would pass the rocks aud the 
dock, while othersgathered up the floating goods, among which 
I noticed a trunk, and worked them all to the sandy beach for 
which they selected a favorable wave. 

I have already spent too much time in discrlbiug the aquatic 
sports and capabilities of these natives, and have too little space 
to devote to other subjects which might interest you. Practic¬ 
ally, the angler can find no sport in these islands. For the gun 
occupation can he found. In the Fall of the year a large snipe, 
supposed to come from Britisli Columbia, appears in large flocks, 
a part of which stop on the Islands, while others continue their 
flight further; and as the nearest land Iu that direction ia 2,000 
miles away, aud they have already come at least 3,000 miles, one 
would suppose that they would be willing to stop and take a 
lunch and reat before proceeding, but not so, for those which stop 
remain till Spring, while the others proceed, also to return when 
tbe Winter is passed. Large bags of these snipes are frequently 
made. 

On the mountains of Hawaii is a native goose, which inhabits 
tbe high lava beds, and never comes down to the sea. It is a 
size smaller than the white-fronted goose of our country, gray 
body, black legs and feet, a dirty white neck, except a black line 
runuing down the upper side of the neck, and has a black head. 
Tbe foot is not fully webbed, and the only water it gets iu its native 
habitat is in little pools iu the basons or caverns of the lava rocks. 
It i6 a bird of strong flight, and shy in its native haunts, and de¬ 
scribed as being delicious on the table. It Is easily domesticated, 
and becomes an interesting pet. A gentleman who presented 
me with a male bird in Honolulu, remarked he would ntlas him 
very much, for always when be went home at evening the bird 
met and welcomed him at the gate, and as they passed up the 
walk together would tell him all tbe news of the day. They love 
to be talked to, and answer in a low, soft gabble. I tried to buy 
one of a native woman on the steamer, but no price would tempt 
her to part with it. Tbe gentleman who Interpreted for me said 
It was of no use trying, for it was a pet, and sbe would much 
sooner sell one of her children, and in the end I found It so. 
They breed more freely in domestication than wild. On tbe 


mountains they lay but two or three eggs, while Mr. Brlckwood, 
the Postmaster Uencra) of the kingdom, told me that those which 
be had In domestication laid ten or twelve eggs. I succeeded in 
getting two pairs, which I brought hnme with me. One of the 
geese which I bought of Mr. Sheldon, an editor of Honolulu, for 
fifteen dollars, hud laid ten eggs each In the last two years, but 
as he had no gander no attempt was made to hatch them. In 
my groundB they seeiu to be doing well. I hope next year that 
they will breed. My experience is that no water fowl will breed 
tlie same year iu which their home is changed. 

There are no native quadrupeds In the islands which could be¬ 
come the objects of the chase, nor birds to invite the sportsman, 
except as mentioned before, but nearly all of the domestic ani¬ 
mals which have bean Introduced by the white meu, together 
with those found here have reverted to the wild state. Van 
Couver first introduced a few common cattle from California un¬ 
der the pledge that they should be protected for fifteen yeare. 
They were accordingly tabooed for that time. Of course they mul¬ 
tiplied very rapidly and spread to all of the habitable islands. 
Some were retained In domestication but more went wild. The 
dense population of the islands when discovered, no doubt enable 
them to keep the hog, the dog and the common hen, all of which 
they had well in hand. At least I find no evidence that they ex¬ 
isted in a wild state at the time of the discovery; but soon after, 
say a quarter of a century, they went wild; aud so of the other 
domestic animals, when they were introduced, so that now 
and for many years past the horse, the ox, tile hog, the goat, the 
dog, the cat, and in a few instances the sheep, have gone wild, 
and of the birds there are t he peacock, the turkey and the hen, 
all now found in the wild state. I was surprised that the com¬ 
mon goose and the tame duck had not gone wild, but the absence 
of secluded bodies of fresh water constitutes the true explana¬ 
tion of this. Tile wild cat has been the most pernicious of all. 
If they would content, themselves with a warfare upon the rats 
which abound in tbe fields every where and destroy much sugar¬ 
cane, they might be a real blessing, hut they retire to the secluded 
mountains where the rats do not go, and are destroying those 
choice birds known only in these islands. Before the introduc¬ 
tion of the cats a wingless bird, called by the natives “ou” 

(Mobil Niger), was quite common in the mountainous regions of 
Hawaii, but it has been exterpated, as it is believed, by the wild 
eats. I saw two mounted specimens in the collection of Mr. 
Mills at Hilo. They were about tbe size and very much the shape 
of our rail. 

The hunting of the wild bull aud the wild hoar affords enough 
of adventure and excitement to satisfy the most ardent sportsmau. 
When wounded or driven to close quarters they arc terribly vi¬ 
cious, and before (iriug a doubtful shot at. one it is best to look 
about For a tree to climb or other sure means of escape. Mr. 
Hitchcock, a veteran sportsman, lately wounded an old hid! 
which instantly charged him. A large tree had fallen near by, 
the truuk of which was sufficiently above the ground to enable 
him to roll under it, which that bull, by jumping back and forth 
over the log made him do at an unpleasantly rapid rate, till lie 
managed to recharge ids rifle, when lie put an end to the jump¬ 
ing and he was glad to stop the rolling process. A well mounted 
i mijiteru, witli lasso in band, it is said Is always a terror to the wild 
bull, and in tills way by far the largest portion arc killed. In 
some of the islands the wild cattle are rapidly 
increasing, and are now beginning to leave their mountain 
fastnesses, aud have become a source of great uneasiness to the 
sugar plauters near the coast. They are killed principally for 
their bides, which are worth $4 each as they average. I had 
hoped to iiave made arrangements for a bull hunt while on the 
Islands, for i confess it seemed to have a charm which was invi¬ 
ting, but my time was too short, and there were too many ex¬ 
traordinary objects to see. 

The wild goat is extensively pursued for his skin, which is 
worth about fifty cents on the spot. In some regions they are 
very abundant. 

Tbe pursuit of tbe wild boar is not a favorite pastime here. I 
heard but little of it to interest me. 

The wild peacocks are not yet abuudant, and by general con¬ 
sent they are preserved. I only heard of those which had strayed 
from the premises of Capt. McKee, on Moni, and Col. Judd, ou 
Oahu. On ail of the large. Island tile turkeys have become wild. 
They have not yet become as smart as our wild turkeys to avoid 
their enemies, still they are wild enough for the most ardent 
sportsmen. They are appreciably reverting to tbe form and 
coloring of our wild turkeys, which are no doubt their remote 
ancestors, and especially are they assuming uniformity in their 
markings. They occupy the wooded regions along the bases or 
lower declivities of the mountains. I saw several specimens and 
studied them with great interest. 

The wild barn-yard fowl is quite abundant in some of the 
wooded regions, aud has no doubt been wild much longer than 
either of the others, possibly from before tbe time of tbe dis¬ 
covery of the islands, for this fowl was found here then. They 
are represented as very shy and difficult to approach. Dr. Em- 
merson, of Oabu informed me that they were quite abundant on 
ids sheep ranch, ami yet he rarely saw them. He said the woods 
might be vocal with the crowing of the cocks at the break of 
day, and yet you might creep upon them never so cunningly, 
wheu it ia light enough to see, all have silently slipped away. 
They have generally assumed a constant or uniform color, which 
is a tawny yellow or buff, while the cocks have ornamental 
feathers as with our domestic fowls, but these are quite uniform 
on all of the individuals. 

I have already occupied more of your space than I bad intend¬ 
ed, aud yet have omitted many observations which might be 
deemed interesting by some, but this must suffice at least for the 
present.

Milwaukee, Wis. 

Euitok Chicago Field :—A few days ago I received word 
from Mr. F. H. Pease, of the Mansion House, Waukesha, that 
the lisli were biting lively—the season was fairly opened. He 
had been over to Pewaukee for a day’s sport, and had an excel¬ 
lent time, capturing a line string of black bass, wall-eyed pike, 
pickerel and rock bass. This was enough; it raised the fever, 
and the more 1 thought it over the worse 1 got. Visions floated 
over ray mind of a gamy black bass at tile end of 150 feet of 
line anil myself at the other giving him the pole, and skilfully 
playing for the mastery, which is soon gained, and the landing 
net has received its victim. While in this spirit I met Hon. T. 
H. Brown and exchanged sentiments. We found by comparing 
notes that it was absolutely necessary for our health and com¬ 
fort to take a trip into the country. We got our tackle together 
and were soon on the road. In due time the train dropped us at 
Jlartland, where we took team for Beaver bake, where we put up 
with a farmer who lives close by the lake, and a man full of the 
milk of human kindness, and one who understands well how to 
reach a fellow's good will through his stomach. This man’s 
name is Kootlierger, and he tells a touching tale of how some- 
years ago one of Chicago’s nabobs stopped with him for a few 
days’ sport with the Annies, and on leaving he remarked "that his 
host looked quite ragged, and when he reached home lie would 
send him a present of a new suit, and so lie did. A splendid 
suit soon arrived that tttted to a dot, and ever since he had en¬ 
tertained the opinion that Chicago was a city made up of gener¬ 
ous souls.” I told him that In order to keep up the happy delu¬ 
sion he must never go to Chicago, for if he did lie would he sadly 
undeceived, and And that, there are many more there that would 
seek to flay him than he would lind ready to display generosity. 

On our arrival we found that we were preceded by two royal 
good fellows from Milwaukee, Mr. K. Allen, of the Wisconsin 
Leather Co., and Mr. T. B. Elliott, au eminent limb of the law. 
Both of these gents are true sportsmen and anglers of long ex¬ 
perience. We arrived too late for sport that day, but In the 
morning we were on hand fresh and eager to begin the fun, and 
were soon engaged. The day was liue and fresh, all that a Wal¬ 
ton could ask, and the scenery about the lake is perfectly en¬ 
chanting, and the lover of nature could And plenty to feast his 
eyes upon The day wns gone all too soon, and we reluctantly 
made for the boat house, where we summed up the day’s sport, 
aud found that we had a noble string as the result, composed 
mostly of black bass, the balance pickerel. The bass would weigh 
from two pounds to three and a half; the pickerel from three to 
ten pounds each. Mr. Allen proved the champion of the day, 
having caught the ten pounder. We returned home the next 
morning, full of good healthy feeling, and well satisfied witli our 
trip and determined to meet add try our hand again in a few days 
hence. 

And now let me say to those readers of the Chicago Field 
who arc within reach of Wakeshu county and lore the rod and 
reel, go there aud spend a few days at some of the numerous 
lakes In that eouuty, enjoy good Ashing, gain health, aud be beue-

killed until they had growu to maturity, one would have made a 
meal for four men. Last week I saw In Fulton market palls and 
pans full of what the dealers called whitebait; I examined them 
and found live different kinds of lisli, aud some of them were 
kinds that would have grown large if they had not been taken in 
their infancy. 1 went to a restaurant and called for whitebait; 
they brought me about forty, cooked to a crisp. I tried them and 
did not like them. 1 found they had been cooked witli tlielr in¬ 
wards In, ami when I took their stomach out and ate them sepa¬ 
rate, without any fixings, I found that they tasted like what I 
suppose any oL cr half decayed animal matter would taste. All 
young fish live on small Insects, such as larva: of files, worms, 
etc., and if 1 was obliged to cat them I would prefer todoso 
while they were fresh. I am of the opinion that if small strips 
of halibut, salmon, trout, or most any of the larger variety of 
fishes was cooked in the same way that they cook the whitebait. 
It would be found to be far superior. Seth Green. 

The Prefect Kon.—Sacramento, Cal .—Editor Chicago Field: 
I have read the letter of Mr. Orvls on this subject in the Chicago 
Field of May AS, with great interest, and agree with him on 
most points. I will say, however, that the late Mr. Norris made 
rods without a dowel, and I now have two of them In uiy posses¬ 
sion. I abominate a dowel as heartily as he does, and am glad 
to hear him give them flts. 

There is another abomination on which he is silent. I allude 
to Huge. Why in the world do rod makers stick to these 
awkward, antiquated contrivances! or why anglers will have 
them when standing guides arc so much better, is beyond my 
finding out. The least kluk nr inequality In the line 1 b sure to 
catch in the ring, which on all occasions tries to get us close to 
the rod as it Is possible, even to lying flat along It. I have an 
excellent rod made by Mr. Goodridge of Grafton, Vt., which has 
standing guides, but it was made to order, os he, in common with 
other makers, will use rings unless prevented hy order. Perhaps 
auglers iu the East may like the rings, but I or my angling 
friends do not. Standing Guides. 

Receipts for Cooking Whitebait —Furnished by Miss Julie 
Corson, superintendent of the New York cooking school.—White 
bait. No. 1. Put the Ash into a seive containing a little flour 
seasoned with pepper and salt, and toss them until they are well 
coated; then fry brown In smoking hot fat. Garnish with lemon, 
eat witheayenne and brown bread. No. 2. Dip the Ash in a del¬ 
icate batter, very highly seasoned with salt and pepper; Fry aud 
serve as above. No. 3. Dip the Ash first In milk, then In craker 
dust, next ill beaten egg, and again in cracker dust; fry and serve 
as above. Always lay fried articles of food upon brown paper 
for a minute after they are cooked, in order to free them from 
fat. 

We publish this from the card of Eugene C. Blackford, "sole 
dealer in American whitebait,” because it can be applied by our 
Inland friends to other small soft-lluued Ashes, cyprlnoids, those 
varieties that arc all classed by the sportsmen as “minnows.” 
Fish under two and a half Inches in length need not be opened, 
but simply pressed before Washing in salt and water to remove 
the slime, and are eaten scales, bones, and all. 


Siiad in Lake Ontario. —Of the Bhad placed in streams 
emptying into Lake Ontario several years ago we have heard hut 
little. We bellave that, some were sold In Rochester for “her¬ 
ring," and that Mr. Green complained of it, and had it stopped, 
but that was two or three years ago. This is recalled by a line in 
the New York Evening Telegram of a late, date, which says: 
"Lake Ontario and its tributaries are swarming with young shad 
and the following from the Watertown (N. Y.) Titties: 

“In the bay at Dexter they are having a great run of small 
Ash at the present time. The species of fish is something new 
down there, and they are called herring. They are not caught 
with hook, only with nets, and in such great quantities that they 
are almost valueless. They are sold at twenty-live cents per 
barrel, and farmers are huylng them to put upon their lands as 
compost. The probabilities are that these Ash are Bhad, and If so 
the fishermen should let them alone.” 

It. ought not to be difficult to determine if they are shad, and if 
the Titnes will send us some In alcohol we will settle the question 
very quickly. We regard It as very doubtful, however, as there 
are no reports of the adult fish. There is a greater chance of 
their being the gasperau, or alewlfe, Fomolobus )>seutloharengns, 
which have come up the 8t. Lawrence, or some of the "lake 
herrings,” as Coregonus artedi, If not the “moon-eye” I/yudun 
tergimus. There may be Bhad in Lake Ontario, and our doubts are 
confined to the young being so plenty at Dexter uear the head of 
the St. Lawrence. Will Mr. Green please tell us where and when 
shad were put in tributaries of the lake, on either side, and the 
results.

“Notwithstanding the very great attention which the art of 
fish culture lias received in Euro|te, this country has found little 
occasion to adopt any foreign methods or processes; Indeed the 
American methods have been received with very great favor fu 
Europe, and constant applications have been made for descrip¬ 
tions, drawings, and models of the American apparatus." 

—The catch of salmon has commenced four weeks earlier than 
usual in the Canadian rivers. Over 80.000 pounds have liecn re¬ 
ceived in new York city up to June 8. Blackford reports them 
retailing from 10 to 15 cents per pound cheaper than ever U- 
fore known in Fulton Market.

—Advices from t.lie Adirondacks state that the black files are 
unusually thick tills season, and that the poachers are at work 
with nets and set lines In many parts. A mixture of tar and 
sweet oil is good to keep off the files, but there seems no effectual 
remedy for the poachers. 

—President Holmes and Secretary Holt, of the Kent County, 
Iowa, Sportsmen’s Club, complained of four farmers of the town 
of Keene, Ionia county, for spearing fish in Round Lake. The 
farmers pleaded guilty to the charge against them, and each paid 
fine and costs of $16.50, rather than go to jail ten days.— Grand 
Kayrids Daily Eagle.

Bench Shows. 

New York. 

Editor Chicago Field :—At last the show season Is over, and 
as dogs and their owners are allowed a breathing spell, we might 
review some of the Incidents and make a few remarks in gen¬ 
eral. That this Spriug season has been an unexcelled one, no 
one wliobas watched and taken an luterestin the dlffereutaffalrs, 
will deny. Of course, some blackseers differ ou this point, but 
It Is au undeniable fact that allows have worked wonders in the 
last couple of years, and that the improvements of the different 
strains of sporting dogs have been beyond the most sanguine ex¬ 
pectations. 

What splendid native English setters were shown at Boston, 
Baltimore and New York. Yes, at Boston and Baltimore the na¬ 
tives were the main attraction of the exhibition. The real work¬ 
ing dogs wei e there, and they looked like it, and were thought 
far superior, as a class, to the imported dogs shown. The New 
York show, although all takeu, an excellent success, might have 
been a great deal more attractive, bad the Westminster Kennel 
Club given our native setters a fairer chance. The real held dogs, 
with a few exceptions, were absent aud therefore the sportsmen 
showed not the usual interest and were uot to he seen in such 
large numbers as at other shows. Sineo then I have conversed 
witli some of the prominent native English setter exhibitors, but 
have to find tbe ilrst yet that would exhibit again it tbe imported 
and and natives bad to compete in tbe same class together. 
Our old American idea of a model setter differs so greatly from 
the Euglish Bbow standard, that it is impossible to overcome this 
in a year or two. To force this would simply kill the interest 
of a large majority of our practical held sportsmen in bench 
shows. I want to see ehoWB continued and taken interest In, as 
a great deal of good can result from them If conducted as they 
ought, to be, aud if exhibitors themselves take tbe correct fruit- 
briugiug view of it, and know how show-qualities and field-quali- 
ties gu hand in hand. If this latter combination of held aud 
show form is lost sight of, more shows limy work evil and tend 
to degenerate our field dogs instead of still further Improving the 
same. 

It is a matter of fact, that a great many of our bench show 
beauties, blues aud natives, have hardly ever pointed a bird. Cou- 
trarily,they are so well watched and takeu care of, that they don’t 
become dirty aud break their beautiful feather, which they surely 
would if huuted. They are washed and combed regularly and 
kept In the best possible show condition. Their owners proba¬ 
bly have uo time to huut, or pcrcliauce don’t know how to hunt 
and haudle a dog, or would even sacrifice the pleasure til bunt¬ 
ing for the honor of possibly winning bench show prises. These 
dogs of course never had a chance tu educate aud perfect their 
natural field qualities, and their owuera have never fouud out 
whether these natural qualities are ut a high standard or not. 
The dog has a long pedigree, has won so ami so many prizes at 
bench shows, has uever seen a bird liTliis life, much less puluted 
one, is put in the stud aud bred to by numbers ol sportsmen who 
are affected with the “show prise lever.” That such a disease 
exists, 1 am sure of, having had a touch of it myself. When so 
affected a man forgets the old saying “It is not all gold that 
glitters,” aud so by odds prefers to breed bench show dogs to 
field dogs. A dog that is known to stump all of liis get with 
unexcelled love and quality for field work, is snubbed at, but 
dogs that are likely to beget their own like, vis., bow-legged, 
low-legged, slieep-bodled, nondescripts with sterns lit for bullscye 
trimmings, have the call. 

Above are facts, and I refer not only to some blue bloods but 
also to some natives. There are exceptiouB of course, and you 
see the picture of work and stamina In many a bench show win¬ 
ner. Some of these have proven publicly that they are as good 
In the field as in the ring; others are ready to convince auy man 
that bench show aud field quality can go hand In hand, if the 
doubter would only follow them for a day’s hunt over meadows and 
stubbles. 

As a rule practical field sportsmen have field dogs, show and 
newspaper sportsmen have show and paper dogs, and others who 
do most of their shooting and kllliugwith their mouthpieces, have 
doge much Inferior than their owners waut us to believe. Many 
of the newspaper kennels contain from fifteen to twenty matured 
dogs and their owners hardly hunt once a week. To be sure a 
breaker and attendant hunt the dogB, but you will Invariably find 
that tbe owner as well as breakers have one or a brace of 
plain looking dogs, very often natives, which are taken out for 
their own pleasure and the rest of the kennel inmates are not 
bothered with, beyond a certain limit of practical education. This 
latter class, however, comprises the “big bonanzas” of the ken¬ 
nel, the show and “stud dogs.” 

Since the New York obow It is an established fact that shows 
won’t pay, unless patronized by the true, practical sportsmen of 
the country. Therefore, every Inducement should be given this 
class of exhibitors, and as nine-tenths of these owu natives, this 
would be attained by giving special classes for natives and cross¬ 
breds, and barring all pure descendants of stock Imported since 
1873 Into separate classes. This would again unite the field aud 
show dogs, and by following a standard of points, which is ac¬ 
cording to natural theories, one which will give us the most 
speed and endurance, brain-room and Intelligence, beauty and 
symmetry, and thon breed to nose and experience, we will be on 
tbe right road to perfection. 

By following above plan our natives will have a chance to show 
whether they, In a few years, cannot rival the best of the Im¬ 
ported on the bench. The English dogs have so far had tbe ad¬ 
vantage over ours, as they have been bred for many years accord¬ 
ing to a certain standard of excellence, and have been judged ac¬ 
cordingly at our shows. The natives have only been bred for field 
work till within a year or two. Many strains of native setters, 
therefore are unsurpassable for natural love of and quality for our 
field work, but lack some peculiar points which the English 
standard requires. The question now arlBes, Is this standard the 
most correct one) “I think it Is," but believe that often too 
much value Is laid on some peculiarities, which the English dogs 
possess, and which have often given them the prize over dogs, 
in every other respect, far superior to them. 


Ye lovers of our true native settqr select aud breed to the bench 
show standard, hut lose not sight of our good field quality, and 
in a few years we can show pure natives unsurpassable in every 
respect. J. von Lengsukb. 

The English Setter or 1803 ami 1804. 

HY HOMO. 

While looking over the library of one of our scientific institu¬ 
tions not long since, I discovered a very valuable work on “Dogs 
and Sports of the Field,” written in London and dated the year 
1803. On comparing It with more recent books on the same 
subject, I find that Youatt used tbe matter contained in these old 
volumes In several instances when relating the origin of differ¬ 
ent breeds of dogs without giving credit therefor. I am inclined 
to think the work la rare in England also, for by the dedication 
page I notice it must have been gotten up by subscription, and 
Ita bindings and plates being very elaborate and flue, would 
reflect great credit upon publishers of to-day 

The engravings of all the dogs are excellent, and especially 
does that of the setter (taken from life), show that but little, if 
any improvement, as far as appearances go, has been made in 
the setter of the present time. I propose to take from this work 
(aud it will be seen how beautifully the author wtio signs himself 
Veteran, writes such portions as will Interest the sportsman.) 

“The dog passing under the denomination of setting spaniel 
or setter, is a species of pointer originally produced by a connec¬ 
tion between the Spanish pointer aud the larger breed of the 
English spaniel which by careful cultivation has attained a con¬ 
siderable degree of estimation and celebrity, as well for its figure 
and its qualifications. The setting dog is undoubtedly in respect 
to natural formation and effect, equally beautiful with any of the 
canine species; there la an elegant uniformity of figure, shape, 
make and speed, a pleasing variation in color, (a yellow or 
brown pied) an inexpressible diffidence and solicitation of notice 
overpowered by au aspect of affability, humility, aud an antici¬ 
pation of gratitude far beyond the power of pen to depict, or the 
pend) to delineate.” 

The author Is evidently a man highly cultured and well posted 
on tbe subject he writes, and we will Hud throughout the entire 
book a strong, bold method of argument which we are obliged to 
listen to and indeed in many cases fully believe lu. 

“The sporting department of the setter in tbe field precisely 
corresponds with tbe pursuits and propensities of the poiuter, 
but with this single variation; tliat admitting their olfactory 
sensations to he equally exquisite, and that one can discover, and 
86 expeditiously receive aud enjoy the particles of scent (or in 
other words the effluvia of the game) as readily aud at an equal 
distance with the ot er; the difference of the sports in which 
they are individually employed, renders it necessary that one 
should effect upon Ids legs, what the other does by prostration 
Upon the ground in the very position from which the preseut ap¬ 
pellation of “setting dog," is derived, and these are neither more 
or less than the pure effects of sporting education, forasiu skoot- 
ing with tile pointer the game is constantly expected to rise, so 
in the use of the setting dog aud net the game is required to He. 

It Is not unworthy of remark that naturalists have assumed ft 
greater degree of latitude in respect to the canine species than 
auy other part of the creatiou, where they have been less at a loss. 
The most emiuent teachers of music strongly impress one forci¬ 
ble precept upon tlie minds of their pupils, which is wheu they 
accidentally deviate from the musical text in execution never to atop, 
because it will then inevitably appear they are inadequate to the task 
they have undertaken; when by keeping on, not one in fifty may 
know an error or a rnlsmovement lias taken place. Just so it 
seems to have been witli speculative delineators of the canine 
race; where the origiu or pedigree of any distinct class or pecu¬ 
liar kind could not be authoritatively ascertained, It appears to 
have been conveniently or accidentally forgotten. As with the 
pointer, so it Is with the Better, the origiu of either does not ap¬ 
pear to be anywhere described or by auy writer attempted, but by 
the most respected authority (from whence information, instruc¬ 
tion and entertainment can be derived) we are told “the hound, 
the setting dog, aud the terrier are only one and the same race of 
dog;” forit has been remarked that “the same birth has produced 
settiug dogs, terriers and hounds, though the hound bitch had 
only access to one of the three dogs." This, It must be admitted 
is a very bold assertion, and in most opinions, will not be enti¬ 
tled (as a fact) to a general acceptation. 

The most candid aud probable statu of the case seems precisely 
this,that although nature lu her out lines has furnished the canine 
race with powerful Instinctive properties by which their propen¬ 
sities, their dislikes and attachments may be described, and not¬ 
withstanding their olefactory sensations are extended very far 
beyoud the same power in the human species. Yet it is well- 
known much depeudB upon the means, mode audmunner of edu¬ 
cation; a suggestion fully confirmed a few years sloce with a 
quadruped of a different description by tt game keeper of a certain 
buronet in the neighborhood of Odeharn in Hampshire, who abso¬ 
lutely brought a full-grown pig to hunt stubbles, quarter his 
ground and point the birds in so high a style of excellence as to 
obtain a considerable emolument by repeated displays of his in¬ 
genuity, patience and perseverance.” 

I shall reserve the balance of Veteran’s remarks on the setting 
dog, for a future number, and further intend taking up and com¬ 
piling his chapters on the several other breeds of canineB; but be¬ 
fore closing would say that in Hie pages ou the Spanish pointer, 
be gives as an argument In favor of his declaration that the set¬ 
ter is a cross of land spaniel and Spanish pointer, the following: 
“A combination of circumstances tend to justify the predominant 
opinion that they were first introduced into this couutry from 
Spain a little more than two centuries since." 

Remember this was written in 1803 and two centuries would 
carry the period back so as to date their Introduction to England 
seventy-five years before the period when the old document 
Daniels, Youatt and other sporting writers give to prove the set¬ 
ter was descended from the pure land spaniel; when in 1685 the 
date of the agreement referred to between John Harris, of Will- 
don, and Henry Herbert, of Rlbbersford, relative to the training 
of the setting spaniel, “the setting dogge” spokeu of could have 
been a croBS of the pure laud spaniel and Spanish pointer favor¬ 
ing the spaniel side, just as we now have droppers that cannot be 
told from pure setters In coat aud general appearance. Again, 
cannot the occasional cleft nose lu setters of some strains knowu 
to be bred without pointer blood for years back be accounted for 
In a measure by this argument)

The Bird* we Break Our Dog* On. 

Richmond, Inu. 

Kditoh Chicago Field:—W c have of late had quite a dis¬ 
cussion aB to which lathe beet bird to break our dogs on, and 
amoug others my opinion has been asked. I unhesitatingly 
say quail; and I beg leave to give some of the reasons why I con¬ 
sider them the best bird. 

The first bird we have is the snipe In the Spring, and being a 
migratory bird we do not have him any length of time—not 
long enough to give our youngsters any great Idea of what Is 
wanted of them. Could I have snipe to work my dogs on the - 


year around or say three or four months at a time I would as soon 
have them as quail. They possess some advantages that other 
birds do not, being always where your pupils can be in sight—a 
very great consideration to me at least. I have always found a 
dog that would recognize snipe almost sure to work well on other 
game birds. There is oue objection to snipe In some parts of the 
couutry, which is the great uumbers that are found together. We 
are not troubled here that way, that a dog, except to retrieve, is 
almost useless as the scent is so thick that a dog is continually 
making game, and Is bothered uot a little. 

Next comes the woodcock which for several reasons I do not 
consider equal to the quail; chief among these where you find 
him is mostly lu cover or standing corn where the vegetation is 
very rank; It is then very difficult for the youngster to avoid 
making many mistakes that he would otherwise avoid under 
favorable circumstances. I also consider the woodcock the weak¬ 
est scented bird of all our game birds. Still they possess one 
advantage over the snipe namely, breeding here, and generally 
speaking, lie much better for a dog. For woodcock shooting I 
have found a dog, to be first-class, must necessarily be slow, con¬ 
sequently dogs lose to a certain extent that dash and style wc all 
admire so much. 

Next In season comes the prairie chicken which to a great 
many is the bird par excellence to break a youngster ou. They 
to my mind are not equal to the quail. In tbe first place the 
weather is so very warm that many a young dog has been totally 
rubied by being over heated, not through any carelessness of his 
owner, hut being caught away from the wagon or If on foot, loo 
far from home. Another great fault Is that chickens go to corn 
where it Is almost useless to follow them either for shooting or 
benefltting the pupil. Another very great objection is a young 
dog’s retrieving chickens; they arc too heavy for a beginner aud 
cause a tendency to mouth; and later In the season wheu they 
pack, It Is almost impossible to do auy very great execution ris¬ 
ing as they do from 100 to 200 yards ahead of the dog. 

I now come to the quail (Bob White) the game bird of America. 
On them I believe a dog can be brought to as uear perfection as 
is possible to get them. You have weather and birds sufficient 
to Insure you all the opportunities you can desire for your pupil. 
You do not have to give up your day’s shoot from heat or from 
lack of water, and can combine with them what no other game 
bird of America affords—open aud cover shooting. Also for re¬ 
trieving they arc not like the chicken or pheasant, a load for a 
young dog to carry. I have never experienced any very great 
trouble us to quail withholding their scent, as they undoubtedly 
do; my plan is to leave them and give them a chance to run 
together and almost always have better shooting after they 
have called together than ou the first rise. 

The ruffed grouse, I do not consider, is to be compared either 
to the quail or chicken. It has always been my lot to find them 
in thick cover and on being flushed were as liable to go to a 
tree us to go on the ground. A dog to be successful on them 
must come, down to a slower gait than I care to see, and be a 
Hist class dog. I am only giving my Ideas why I consider the 
quail our best bird for breaking dogs on. I think that either bird 
is better than no bird at all, and he who can combine them Is 
more fortunate than others of his brother sportsmen, aud his dot: 
will he all the hotter for it. Occasional. 6

If "Guido” thinks the natives are so far superior to the blues, 
why does lie pollute his kennel with throe of Whip’s pups! Does 
lie want goat killers aud spectre )iointers! Why apeud time and 
money on a daughter of Burgundthal’s Rake, and a sou of the 
blue blooded Rupert; Why offer to pay for the blood of Sensa¬ 
tion aud imported Bow, when that of Guy costs nothing; Why 
accept from tile generous "Mout Clare” the pup from Eleho anil 
Hose when he has nine of Countess) And (tell it not In Strath- 
roy) why did he wish to exchange ona of hia paragon (?) natives 
with Mr. Sanborn fora frail, weak (!) blue, by Leicester—the 
pride of the Struthroy kennel—out of Nellie) Straws show 
which way the wind blows, and actions speak louder than words. 

He charges Whip with false pointing. Whip has the heels of 
Ten Broeck, also a Creedmoor nose, and pins his birds accurately

trail record (no spectre there), with head erect and flag too high 
for "Guido's" setters to ever be on smelling terms with him.

The sportsmen of Nebraska, of 
whom we have many live specimens, don’t mean to be found far 
in the rear of any other set or sportsmen, either In sportsman¬ 
ship or lu raising and training dogs for the Held. Especial praise 
aud credit Ib accorded tn our worthy brother sportsmen Dr. R. R. 
Livingstoue, of Plattamouth, for his successful efforts In Inaugur¬ 
ating bench shows In Nebraska, although others fell Into Hue and 
assisted In making It a success. Dr. Leas, now of our state was 
expected with his excellent stock, but for some reason he was 
prevented from being present, much to the regret of all In at¬ 
tendance. I am justified In making special reference to some of 
the dogs exhibited. First comes Dr. Livingstone’s red Irish set¬ 
ter dog Brian, out of Frisk, by Dan, 20 months old. I doubt If 
any finer dog of this strain can be found. He seems to fill the 
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bill according to Idstone In every particular. Next conies Wm. 
Preston’s red Irish setter bitch Lucy, by Khaliff, out of Lllllth, 
thirteen months old, a uerfect beauty and as lively as a cricket. 
She answers to the requirements of the National Kennel Club rules 
completely, and dlls the scale of points satisfactorily. Dr. Liv¬ 
ingstone’s red Irish setter bitch Mona, by Grouse, out of Glpsey, 
twenty months old, with a Utter of five pups, twelve days old, 
by Brian, was the finest display of the show, apd received the 
commendations of the throngs of spectators continuously around 
her kennel, with one accord—each the very type of ull the others, 
like so many peas upon the same plate, that no difference could 
be seen between them. The display in other strains of setters 
and also pointers was also good, but all could not receive the 
blue ribbon.

Ranger Again. —London, Eng.— Editor Chicago Field: —You 
have a paragraph in your Issue of May 11 , entitled “Ranger 
Again’’ and stating that he won the champion cup at Shrewsbury 
and the challenge cup at Rorsheath. Now, this ought rather to 
be beaded “Macdona Again,’’for it is another of his deliberate— 
we will call them misstatements if you please, though It is not 
the correct name. There was no champion cup at Shrewsbury 
this year, therefore his dog could not have won it, and the chal¬ 
lenge cup that he makes such a fuss about is confined to mem¬ 
bers of the Kennel Club only, aud no others are allowed to com¬ 
pete; hence it is a trumpery contest amongst the club mfamille , 
and to put it on the level of a great public contest like Shrews¬ 
bury trials or like the Field Trial Derby, or Ilorseheath trials is 
a rare piece of manipulation. 

Mr. Macdona also published some time ago that his Irish aet- 
ter Rover was winner of first at New York—that was published in 
the catalogue of the Birmingham and Kendal Bhows. He was 
present himself as judge at New York, and knew very well that 
Rory O’More was the winner, and that his dog Rover was there, 
“not for competition.’’ His having pretended to the prize was 
commented on afterwards in the Chicago Field. His dog Ran¬ 
ger III (whose real name Is Dick and of whose begetting Ranger 
is innocent) was disqualified by the committee of the Birming¬ 
ham show owiug to Mr. Macdona having broken wilfully and im¬ 
properly the ruleB of the show; yet this dog is now entered by 
his owner 'or at the least without his dissent) in the Stud 
Book as “winner of first prize, Birmingham,” an absolute mis¬ 
statement. Again, the pedigree of his Ranger II, which he used 
formerly to give as by Ranger—Wonder, is now altered, and In 
the Birmingham catalogue it is entered as by Dash—Ruby. 

He was called upon publicly in the papers (London Land and 
Water and Bill's Life) to explain these great discrepencies, but 
has Dot done so. 

So far bis Ranger is not the sire of a single dog that has even 
performed In public, for Ranger II. is by DaBh— Ruby, and 
Ranger III. (late Dick) is the aforesaid Ranger II. The idea, 
however, seems to be “to raise up children unto Abraham” by 
calling every dog (no matter what his real parentage) Ranger 
this and Ranger that, and by those means the original Ranger will 
be credited with a large family. I commend this to the attention of 
dog breeders who have a stud dog who cannot get stock.

There was one dog that took the first prize, or at least he had 
a blue ribbon on, In his class that had a sore on his side as 
large as a trade dollar. I hope the readers of your good paper 
will not think that there was any red tape about the Worcester 
bench show, for there was one fine looking dog entered In the 
Gordon class that was counted out because he had white on him, 
and the all-wise judge from Natick gave It to another dog in the 
class, not because he did not have white on him, but because lie 
was of the same strain of his faultless Gordon strain. If a man 
wants his dog to take a prize in a show held in Worcester he 
must be sure and have it written on the margin of his pedigree 
that he descended from Providence, Foxboro, or Worcester, 
or he Is a cur of the vilest kind. 1 think we have some about 
here that did not descend from that particular stock, that will 
show up with them in the field or on the bench, but we do 
not propose to let any of those gentlemen who judged in the 
Wqrcester show pass their opinion on them. Twin.

It is very contagious, as after 
one dog has it they will surely all have it. Seven dogs in m y ken¬ 
nel have had It, and some have it yet. Raymond’s dogs have it 
In DeRonge & Inman’s kennel nearly sixteen dogs were so af¬ 
fected, aud I know of many Individual dogs which have it 
Luckily it is not dangerous, and I have not heard of a single 
ratal case. It pulls the puppies down terribly, but the appetite 
keeps good. Tbe cough Itself is a dry, rattling, painful cough 
as if the dogs had something in their throats which they could 
not get out. They are very thirsty all the time and often 
vomit a slimy mucus after coughing.” 

Note by Editor.—A dessert spoonful of the following mix¬ 
ture every two or three hours for aged dogs, and for puppies a 
teaspoonful will be found very efficacious: 8 yrup tolu and syrup 
of acacia each 3 ounces; syrup of ipecac 3 drachms. Strong beef 
ten to keep tbe st rength up jg desirable, especially with puppies.

The Old Huuter’s Story.

We hail oampi-J for the night after a hard day’s deer hunt, in 
California fashion, on the ground, with no tent but the blue skv, 
and were lying calmly gazing at the bright stars when I suddenly 
said to one of my companions: 

"Now, Nick, let's have one of your best yarns fora nightcap.” 
“r don’t know noue; couldn’t never tell nothin’ but the truth 
nohow.” 

Of course he couldn't. Who can tell a yarn when asked di¬ 
rectly to do it! So I tried another way. He readily took the 
halt of a few careless questions throwu out about his “best hold” 
for a yarn, the grizzly bear, and away he went, as follows: 

“I was a snoopin one one evenln fur venson along the edge of 
the chapparal ’way up in the Sierras, when fust tldng I kuowcd 
I seed a most on righteous old potwallaper of a grizzly a cornin’ 
along an old bridle-trail right towards me.

A llecr Hunt lit Texas. 

Houston, Texas. 

Editor Cbicago Field -On the 25th of May your sbsertbed 


admirer and five other lovers of sport, steamed down to Areola, 
about twenty miles from Housfon on the Columbia Tap railroad, 
to meet Capt. John Hill and a party of his friends, and join them 
in a deer hunt. We were there furniBhed with superb horses and 
were not long in reaching Cow lake, where we found several of 
the party who had gone down the evening previous to catch ttsh 
and be ready with the hounds at early twilight. The place selec¬ 
ted for the liunt was the bottom lands lying between Oyster 
creek and the Brazos river, covered with our usual growth of 
bottom timber, but open enough to admit riding at good speed 
by the practiced horsemen. We do uot take “stands” here in 
driving for deer, but the party ride abreast through the woods 
until the dogs start the game and then each man takes Ills 
chauces for a Bliot by following the dogs aud heading off the 
ilcer when he ntukes a tack or gets to dodging. 

The hounds were not long in jumping the noble game and it 
would have done your soul good to have heard the beautiful mu¬ 
sic that tilled the woods us the deep mouthed old Bess and Big 
Loud and Little Loud and several others just as good opened at 
full cry. It made the blood tingle in every vein. We dashed 
through the woods to keep lu hearing of the gallant pack; but 
hark! “Look out,” comes the cry from along the line, “they are 
coining back.” Each man selects a good place to screen him¬ 
self and horse behind some hush, and wails. Nearer aud nearer 
they come; louder and louder grows the music; the weii- 
traiued horses prick up their cars and stand as rigid as 
the rock. Each man with eager eye, strlviug to keep down 
that infernal “buck ague,” is ready with both barrels cocked. 
Bang! bang! “Look out!” hang, hang again, and theu 
an exultant shout that told the deer was down. Hurrying 
up to that part of the line where the shooting was done, 
we found that Mr. Umphrtes had killed one buck, and 
Capt. Hill had badly wounded another. The hounds, who had 
stopped at the fallen buck, were put upon the trail of the 
wounded one, and, shade of Nimrod what sport we had. The 
dogs flew over the bloody trail, each doing his best In tile music 
Une, and soon pushed the uid buck so close that he broke for the 
lake upon which our camp was located, plunged in hotly followed 
by the dogs. He dill not get across, as two of our camp keepers 
who were fishing lu boats on the lake pursued him breaking oil 
one prong of his bornB with a paddle, aud our party reaching the 
hank, Ed. Williams shot him in the head with a rifle. He was a 
noble buck, and made a gallant run for life. I could not help 
wishing the old monarch alive again. As a matter of record, Mr. 
Editor, I would say, this buck had four large well-grown prongs 
to each beam—though they had not hardened—and cut one and 
three quarter Inches of clear fat on the rump; aud would have 
weighed about 130 pounds dressed. 1 was surprised to find 
horns so fsr advanced, aud so fat a buck on the 25th of May. It 
Is something unusual even in this climate. Referring to the 
splendid pack of dogs of C'spt Hill, 1 could not help thinking 
that if Mr. Edison had been there with one of his phono¬ 
graphs and gathered up the music they made while after that old 
buck, he could have made his fortune by retailing It by the yard 
in the sanctum of the Chicago Field. It was II o’clock when 
we got our pair of bucks hung up at. camp, and we found that our 
camp keepers had caught some very line perch. We took the 
hide off the old buck, cut off his ribs, run some sharpened sticks 
through them, and baked them before a log heap fire, with plenty 
of pepper, Balt and butter hasting. Ye gods! hut wasn’t it too 
delicious! Your humble servant was equal to the occasion! 
Have a fish mustang! No, indeed! Welt, we eat until about 
one o'clock and I do’nl believe I got out of reach of those ribs. 
Capt. Hill who weighs about 170, rawboned at that, felt a little 
jealous about a little fellow like me carrying off the honors in the 
trencher line. 

We concluded after dinner to uo to the prairie, some three 
miles distant, and try tile prairie deer. 

You must know that in this country there are two kinds of 
deer, in range aud habit only, however. The wood deer live and 
feed in the woods altogether anil never go upon the prairie. The 
prairie deer live altogether in the prairie, and nothing hut the 
imminent fear of death will make it take to the woods. We left 
the hounds with the camp keepers and roile to the prairie in a 
very short while. The grass on this prairie reaches in some 
places to the saddle, aud it is In this tali grass that the old bucks 
lie in the heat of the day. Our party consisted of twelve, and 
we strung out in a line some eighty yards apart, thus forming a 
line some 900 yards long. The line kept pretty well dressed on 
Capt. Hill and myself, as we were nearly In the center, and wc 
advanced at a moderate walk. Tile old bucks, when fat and the 
sun is hot, will sometimes almost let you ride over them before 
they will get up, and when they do get up they are off, and then 
Is your chance to shoot. Wc had not proceeded more than a 
quarter of a mile before we commenced lludlng deer. Several 
does and fawns got up around us hut we were after bucks. Each 
man kept a strict watch ahead anil around him, not knowing 
what moment tlio antlered monarch would break cover. Pres¬ 
ently,on the left of the line Sam Webb fired both barrels at a line 
old buck that got up within ten feet of him, scoring a clean miss. 
Capt. Hill aud myself, seeing that, the buck hod struck out to the 
rear of the line, put Bpurs to our horses to Intercept him in the 
tall grass. The whole line halted, as sometimes a deer will run 
the whole line in shootiug distance. Capt. Hill headed him off, 
firing both barrels and turned him in my direction. I put my 
horse to full speed and ran up on him and while at full speed put 
some eight or ten buckshot in the back of his head. He turned 
about two summersaults and the old fellow was dead. It was 
quite a skirmish for a while. The boys rallied to the center and 
we soon hod the old buck strapped to the saddle ready lor more 
sport. 

We found two more fine old fellows, but they were where the 
grass was not so tall and got up out of range. We ran the larg¬ 
est one some four miles or more and lost him at last. This we 
regretted exceedingly as, when they are so fat aud ran that hard, 
they always die within a few hours, whether you get them or 
not. The buck I killed cut a clean inch and a half of fat oil the 
rump. We returned well satisfied with our spurt and with the 
whole-souled hospitality of our host, Capt. John Hill. As I 
have spun out tills longer than Intended, will close by telling 
you that in the chase after the last buck wc run into a covey of 
chickens that were able to fly 300 yards and were larger than 
quails. We will soon have fine sport with them. Mustang. 

Change in The Wisconsin Game Law. —Madison, WIs.— 
Editor Chicago Field :—Below you will find the new game law of 
this state, which has been incorporated in the new revision. The 
laic taken effect next November: 

“Any person who shall take, cutch, kill, destroy or wantonly 
molest, or have in his possession when killed nr taken, or expose 
for sale In tills state, any woodcock, between the first day of Jan¬ 
uary and the succeeding tenth day of July; and any quail, part¬ 
ridge, pheasant or ruffed grouse, prairie hen or prairie chicken, 
sharp-tailed grouse, or grouse of any other variety, or any 
wood duck, mallard, or teal duck, between the first day of 
January and the succeeding twenty-fifth day of August, In any 
year ; or any wild deer, buck, doe, or fawn, between the first day 
of January and the succeeding fifteenth day of September; or 
any otter, mink, martin, muskrat, or fish between the first day 


of May and the Buccedtng first day of November, shall be pun - 
Ished by fine notexeeedlug ten dollars nor less than one dollar, 
for each bird or animal so unlawfully taken, killed, had In pos¬ 
session or exposed for sale.” Cornelius.

The fifth annual convention of the Illinois State Sportsmen’s 
Association which commenced on Tuesday, June 11, at Quincy, is 
conceded to be the largest and best which the Association has yet 
held. To Mr. Hauworth, the President, is due the credit for the 
success It was, for he worked lndefatigably, sparing ueither time, 
labor nor money to make It such. 

At the Quincy House, on 

TUESDAY EVENING, 

at 9 o’clock, the delegates assembled, the President, W. B. Hau¬ 
worth In the chair. After calling the meeting to order, Presi¬ 
dent Hauworth Introduced Gen. John Tlllson, chairman of the 
delegation of the Quincy Shooting Club, who delivered the fol¬ 
lowing 

ADDRESS: 

Gentlemen: At the request of your President, who, with a modesty 
that is xurprisin^, is impressed with the idea that he shoots more sue- 
cersfully from ine shoulder than from the mouth. I propose briefly to 
express the mutual gratification that the sporting fraternity here assem¬ 
bled must feel at the auspicious opening of this convention. I express 
the pleasure that the resident sportsmen feel in getting so goodly a 
gathering of the devotees of the gentle craft, many of whom they have 
met and Known or known of. There is also a satisfaction iu this strong 
representation, not only in its members hot also and more in the fact 
that it comprehends so general and varied a representation of the 
sporting associations of the country. In this we have the satisfied as¬ 
surance that this assembly will be productive of mach personal pleas¬ 
ure, and will also produce benefit, to the substantial interests that all 
have at heart. 

Sporting is as <dd an institution as Adam—older, indeed. Sacred, his¬ 
tory. to which we all refer, tells us that our Creator first made Paradise 
and then, thinking It. good, made Adam and put him in it. Paradise In 
the Greek and Oriental tongues means a place stocked with game, and 
isn't there the logical conclusion from this that the good master bad 
game in his eye Before be thought of making man, and after making 
game be then made man to uselt. Without running down history in 
detail, from Ibis scriptural start, I may say that, throughout all time, 
wherever has been cultivated the taste for field sports, there has been 
found the best mental and muscular developments of race. Under the 
rigid game laws of the old countries where privilege was confined to 
the few. indulgence in sport was only allowed to toe hereditary rulers 
of the land, and it has been the Indulgence in that passion for sport 
which all good fellows feel, which has kept them fit to be and remain 
the hereditary ruler® of their land. Wherever these pastimes have not 
been followed the upper class, the ruling slock, has melted Into etfem 
iuaucy, and to day the nobility of England, and largely also of Ger¬ 
many is a noble stock that can contrast strangely and strongly with the 
depleted and epindleshanked representatives of the higher classes of 
Southern Europe. 

but passiug away from these somewhat skirmishing thoughts, and 
coming to a dead point on the practical questions that belong to this 
association and those of similar ilk,it is due. It Is right, It is necessary 
that the interest*, the objects and the influence of these sportsmen's 
associations should be placed in a clearer view to the country, 
it should be more actively and energetically pursued, and 
that the individual and concerted strength of their mem¬ 
berships should press forward unitedly to the one 
desired result. First, must be dissipated the notion that the only 
motive that prompts these organizations Is the shooting of birds and 
the hooking of fish. That is the spice of the business, it is true, but 
the action and tbs object lie higher and further. It I® the preservation 
of gume. preserving it for our sport and for our children’s sport, but 
mainly preserving it for it® use and need to the family of man. as part, 
an essential part, of the grand economy of the world, a noble contribu¬ 
tion lo earth’s variety and beauty, and to man's pleasure and subsis¬ 
tence. 

Faster and faster i® the game of the West disappearing, not nearly so 
much from the foot of civilization tramping out Its seclusion as from 
the ruthless, unnatural slaughter that our laws have allowed. This 
must be checked and it only can be checked by the Influence and ex¬ 
pert knowledge that exists in these associations being brought to bear 
on legislation. A universal game law in the United State® is neces¬ 
sary. A universal game law, alike in all Its provisions, is impracllca- 1 
hie and impossible. The breadth of latitude Is too great to make Lhe 
game law of Minnesota and of Louisiana the saute: ueither can our own 
state, with its hundreds of miles of north and south extont, adapt Itself 
arbitrarily to the whole state, but, while nationally nothing can be 
done and only by state legislation these objects can be secured,all states 


are interested; aud If by concerted and judicious action the associa 
tlous In each state would press upon their legislatures the enactment 
of game laws, not merely titled to',their own locality, but also harmo¬ 
nizing with the bearings of the adjoiniug states aud the whole couutry, 
the desirable object would be attained. 

On behalf of the Quincy Shooting Club, and sportsmen of Qolucy 
generally, I cordially welcome you to Quincy. (Applause.)

Mr. Felton from the board of directors ofTered the following 
ing resolutions which were adopted: 

Jleeolved, That the sifortB of the sportsmen's clubs aud game pro¬ 
tecting societies of New York. Boston, and other Eastern cities, for the 
prevention of the sale of game shipped lo their markets from our Western 
states during seasons when the killing of such game Is prohibited by 
law. meets with oor warmest approval; and our thanks are due and 
tendered to such clubs and associations for the good work they are 
doing iu that direction. 

Resolved, That it Is the sense of this convention that any legislation, 
in any state, which operates In depriving sportsmen of other states I 
from any privileges or pleasure extended to Its own resident sports- I 
men. is unjust, aud iu bad taste and in its effect may do injury. 

Resolved, That the law committee be requested to examine the 
present status of this and other states, affecting the preservation of 
game; aud that they draft a bill, embracing such appropriate features 
of the statutes above referred to a® they may think advisable to be 
come a part of tho law of our elate; and that, when they have so pre¬ 
pared a bill, they submit the same to a joint meeting of the law com 
mittee and board of directors of this association; notice for which 
meeting shall be given by the chairman of the law committee, by letter 
or by publication in the Chicago Field; said meeting to be held prior 
to Dec. 1.1878; and that, when said joint meeting shall have approved 
said draft of a bill, that the same be submitted to the several subordi 
nate sportsmen's clubs In the state, as required by our constitution, 
and that, thereafter, it be forwarded to the honorable legislature of the 
state, with a petition, urging it® passage. 

Resolved. That said bill do not appertain solely to the preservation 
of the so-called game birds and animals, but. also to the tteh of our 
waters, and to all insectivorous, song and other useful and bar in lee; 
birds of the state. 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this convention that a full recog 
nition should be made of the rights of lacd-ownere In Lhe control or 
their own property against trespassers, and that full redress be made 
attainable for any injary done to said land-owners, by reason of any 
wantonnese or carelessness resulting in such injury, auder snch pro¬ 
posed bill. 

Resolved, That it is also the seuee of this convention that any mem 
her of any sportsmen's club in this state who shall intentionally violate, 
in any manner, the laws of the state relating to the preservation of 
game, etc., shonld be summarily ejected from the club to which he 
claims membership; and that it is the duty of the club to see that he 
be also punished under the law. 

Resolved, That we invite all farmers and other good citizens, to Join 
our association®; and, also, to report any and all known vlolatlons'of 
the game laws, to the eud that our laws may be rigidly enforced; and we 
do recommend that, whenever any subordinate club neglects or refuses 
to prosecute any violator, when so reported, upon snch state offset® 
being suetained, eoch subordinate club be dropped from membership 
or representation in this association. 

Resolved. That the thanks of the State Association be tendered to the 
following Arms and gentlemen for the very valuable prizes which they 
have kindly donated to the convention of this association, and that the 
secretary seud a copy of this resolution to each of the said donors:

Mr. N. C. Hinsdale, of the Audubon Club, of Chicago, moved 
to amend the rules governing wing shooting by adding rule 18: 
“No gun of larger calibre than ten shall be allowed in any con¬ 
test held under these rules.” 

Messrs. Charles Kern aud Felton advocated the amendment. 
President Hauworth called Vice-President Kern to the chair and 
opposed the passage of the resolution. Mr. S. H. Turrill also op¬ 
posed it. 

After considerable discussion the question was put and the 
president being unable to decide, the yeas and nays were called 
for, and stood thirty for and seventeen against. The amendment 
was therefore carried. 

Mr. Arthur Knight, Sr., of the Quincy 8hootlng Club moved 
that guns should be handicapped a yard for every two bores; a 
No. 10 at 21 yards, a No. 12 at 20 yards and so on. In shooting 
off ties the handicap to govern. After a lengthy discussion by 
Gen. Tlllson, Messrs. Williams, Felton and Hinsdale, on motion 
of Mr. Kern, the resolution was laid on the table. 

Mr. Kern, from the Audubon Club, Chicago, reported Mr. T. 
Stagg’s resolution passed in that club to be introduced at the 
meeting of the state association as follows: 

Resolved, That tbls association are of opinion that dogs should be 
recognized a® property; and as snch, we favor the passage of a law sub¬ 
jecting such property to reasonable taxation. Passed. 


Mr. D. F. Reed, of tho Evanston Gun Club, offered the fol 
lowing resolution regarding Spring shooting: 

Ilesolced, That it is the sense of this convention that all Snrit 
shooting, wllh the exception of snipe, should be prohibited and i».!£ 
the committee be Instructed to incorporate a section to this effect ii 
any new law. or amendments to the one now In force, that may bn nV 1 
seuted to the next legislature. 3 1 r * 

Col. Williams, of the Quincy Shooting Club, opposed the rcso 
lotion very strongly. He wanted the gentlemen of the northern 
I part of the state to have all the shooting they could get; but he 
i wanted those of the southern portion to have some shooting ai^ 
If such a law were passed it would virtually put a stop to a jj 
; their shooting to observe it, os the Spring shooting was all they 
1 got; their Fall shooting amounted to nothing. He believed that 
a law to be operative must be in harmony with the Interest* t ,f 
all concerned, and such a law could not be so regarded by thu 
residents of the southern portion of the Btatc, and would be vio¬ 
lated generally. 

Mr. Felton remarked that personally he was opposed to all 
Spring shooting. Especially the killing of ducks known as Sum- 
iner ducks—mallard, teal, wood and black or dusky ducks— 
should be prohibited by law. They pair early in the season, atul 
If unmolested they seek as breeding grounds the marshes of the 
Calumet, Kaukukee and Illinois rivers. It is not sportsmanlike 
to murder them while they are thus eeeklug their Summer homes 
for the rearing of their little ones. It Is cruel; it is wrong, and it 
Is certain to so deplete these species of our game birds that our 
Fall shooting will soon be simply a thing of the past—not to be 
enjoyed, but to be talked about only. 

Mr. George Hayden, of the Audubon Club, Jacksonville, said he 
and a party of eight went dowu to the rice lakes, in Scofctcounty, 
last Fall. He never saw a finer place for ducks or liner feed, but 
the ducks were not there; the party killed only seven In two 
days. He was informed that ducks were very plenty in the 
neighborhood of Chicago at the same time. Very few ducks 
breed in thiB section of country—very few Summer or wood ducks. 
He had been trying to get a pair for his collection for the past 
three years, but had not succeeded In getting one. Deprive the 
sportsmen of Central Illinois of shooting iu the Spring when the 
Spring flight of water fowl to the North takes place and you de¬ 
prive them of the pleasure of duck shooting altogether. 

Mr. Reed believed If they would not shoot the ducks In the 
Spring they would get them in the Fall. It was the killing them 
Iu the Spring which destroyed their Fall shooting. 

Col. Williams considered that very good logic for the gentle¬ 
men of the northern portion of the state. That portiou was 
largely represented; if the southern portion was as largely repre¬ 
sented the protest would be unanimous against the resolution. 
He reiterated Ids statement that in the southern portion of lhe 
state there was no Fall shooting. 

On motion, the convention adjourned to the next evening. 
WEDNESDAY NIGHT. 

On the convention being called to order by President, 
Hauworth, Mr. J. L. Pratt presented the credentials of the Syca¬ 
more Shooting Club. 

On Mr. Reed's resolution regarding Spring shooting being taken 
up from the table, on motion of Mr. Lincoln, of Peoria, it was 
laid on the table uutil the next annual meeting. 

CHANGE or DATE. 

Mr. Pratt, of Sycamore, moved that the date of holding the 
convention be changed to the first Tuesday iu June. 

Mr. Hinsdale, of Chicago, objected to the change. 

Mr. Hayden, of Jacksonville, moved to amend, and sub&tiL.itc 
the last. Tuesday in May, which was adopted. 

THE LOCATION. 

Mr. Abner Price, of Chicago, moved to select a place for bold 
ing the next convention, and nominated Peoria. 

Mr. D. G. Tunnicliff, of Macomb, nominated Galesburg. 

Mr. Hauworth called Vice-President Pierson to the chair. He 
thought the question of good hotels and good grounds not of so 
much importance os the selection of a president who would be 
the right man to push It to success. From his experience dur¬ 
ing his term of office he had found it occupied all the time that 
a mau could give to it and more than most men could spare 
Within the last year he had worked by day aud dreamed of it at 
night. The office involved uot only time but a considerable pe¬ 
cuniary outlay. 

Mr. Felton thought the president attached too much impor¬ 
tance to the selection of the president. He had no doubt either 
of the places mentioned could present a gentleman In every way 
qualified for the office. He wished to see that desire on the part 
of places to have the convention which would satisfy the associa¬ 
tion th.»t the resident sportsmen appreciated having it, which 
would be a guarantee that they would exert themselves to make 
It a success. To do this they must come forward and ask for It. 

Mr. Tunnicliff replied that he had been requested to make the 
application for Galesburg. 

Mr. Pugh, of the Galesburg Shooting Club, asked that Gales¬ 
burg be selected aud expatiated on the advantages Galesburg 
possessed for holding the convention. 

Mr. George W. Baker, of the Peoria Shooting Club, requested 
Peoria be selected. The Peoria Shooting Club was incorporated, 
had their own park, of five acres, fenced in, with au amphithea¬ 
ter of good seating capacity, and a good bank account to defray 
nil expenses. Peoria was well known for the hospitality of Its 
citizens, its hotel and railroad facilities, on the latter of which 
they could get half rates. 

Mr. Pugh stated that Galesburg possessed the same ground, 
railroad and hotel facilities. 

Mr. Pratt, of Sycamore, and Mr. Turrill, of Chicago, favored 
Peoria. 

On the vote being taken Peoria received 37 and Galesburg 10. 
On motion of Mr. Pugh, of Galesburg, Peoria was unanimously 
selected.
